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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rosenberg et 
al. (US Pat. No. 6,211,861 Bl). 

In regard to claims 1-8, Rosenberg et al. teach an optical mouse integrated circuit 
comprising: an unitary substrate; an optical sensor (112) generating data; an analog-to digital 
converter receiving and processing the data; a microprocessor (110) receiving the processed data; 
and memory (122) connected to the microprocessor; wherein the optical sensor (1 12), analog-to 
digital converter (col. 14, lines 30-34), microprocessor, and memory are formed on the unitary 
substrate (see fig. 4). Rosenberg et al. also teach that optical mouse (12) cal memory (122), such 
as RAM and/or ROM, is preferably coupled to microprocessor (1 10) in mouse (12) (col. 12, lines 
47-60) and processor (110) can operate independently of host computer (14_ by reading sensor 
signals and can include multiple processor and/or co-processor chips, and/or digital signal 
processor (DSP) capability (col. 11, lines 7-31) and also hardware can be provided locally to 
mouse (12) similar to microprocessor (1 10) (col. 12, lines 1-9). Thus, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention by providing an analog-to 
digital converter, a microprocessor, and an optical sensor into a single substrate in order the user 
customize user interface operations and power consumption savings.
